“Christ and the Rich Young 


“Returning From Calvary,” 
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By RP. Johnson 
First Asst. Gen. Overseer 


(This is one of a series of articles 
that I will submit for publication un- 
der the caption of “Christ and the 
Church.” To understand and appre- 
ciate this, one will be helpful to you in 
understanding each succeeding one, 
which I am convinced the Holy Ghost 
is urging and inspiring me to write.) 


Eph. 5:32, “This is a great mystery, 
but I speak concerning Christ and the 
church.” 

This text never loses its attractive- 
ness and appeal to me. The last clause 
states, “I speak concerning Christ and 
the church.” Ministers’ chief duty in 
the pulpit is to speak, and the 
layman’s chief duty is to hear and 
heed. The minister is to speak by the 
authority of and concerning One who 
has all power in heaven and earth, 
whose name is above every name that 
is named, not only in this world or 
age, but also in that which is to come. 
Second, he is to speak to that which 
Christ has purchased with His own 
blood, that which the New Testament 
likens as the body of Christ, the 
Church. Those things that were of 
chief concern of Christ, or were 
the chief concern of Christ, must of 
necessity be the chief concern of His 
Church. For us to be concerned about 
anything nobler, higher, or of more 
value, is unreasonable, unthinkable 
and even impossible. To be concerned 
about things of less value, less noble, 
in any degree lower, and less satisfy- 
ing, is to deny Him, to sin against a 
holy offering, to sacrifice holy rites, to 
abuse holy privileges, to reject holy 
duties, to insult a holy calling, and 
make a shipwreck of the holy mission. 
But for us to consider and to be con- 
cerned about the things which were 
the chief concern of Christ, is to be- 
come His associates, His ambassadors, 
His spokemen, His representatives, His 
approved human personalities; to 
whom His spiritual powers can and 
surely will be expressed, to the end 
that God will be glorified, and to the 
betterment of mankind. 

Christ’s First Concern 

The first concern of Christ, or one 

of His greatest interests, is stated in 
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the following scriptures. John 4:34, 
“Jesus said unto them, My meat is to 
do the will of him that sent me, and 
to finish his work.” John 5:30, “I seek 
not mine own will, but the will of the 
Father which hath sent me.” Heb. 
10:7, “Then said I, Lo, I come (in the 
volume of the book it is written of 
me,) to do thy will, O God.” 

It is evident from these scriptures 
that the doing, the carrying out of 
God’s will, was one of the greatest in- 
terests of our Master. To this end He 
came, lived, served, labored, and died. 
We note in Luke 22:42 that when He 
was in the garden facing the bitter 
cup, He said, “Not my will, but thine 
be done.” God’s will at all costs is the 
thought here. 

Since Jesus was so vitally concerned 
about the Father’s will, His true min- 
isters and associates, those who are 
actually members of His body, cannot 
be otherwise concerned. Romans 12:1, 
2, “I beseech you therefore, brethren, 
by the mercies of God, that ye present 
your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, ac- 
ceptable unto God, which is your rea- 
sonable service. And be not conformed 
to this world: but be ye transformed 
by the renewing of your mind, that ye 
may prove what is that good, and ac- 
ceptable, and perfect, will of God.” In 
1 Thess. 4:3 somewhat the same 
thought is borne out. Then He states, 
“This is the will of God, even your 
santification, that ye should abstain 
from fornication. Everyone of you 
should know how to possess his vessel 
in sanctification and honor.” The idea 
is to be clean, consecrated, unselfish; 
and we notice in Matthew 6:10 that 
our Lord was teaching those who were 
to be the charter members of His 
Church to pray. Beginning with the 
ninth verse, “After this manner there- 
fore pray ye: Our Father which art in 
heaven, Hallowed be thy name. Thy 
kingdom come. Thy willbe done in 
earth as it is in heaven.” To know the 
will of God, have the will of God done 
in our own lives, and then do the will 
of God, is one of the great concerns 
and the great interest of the Church 
of God. To fail to understand His will, 
be blind to what it stands for, and a 
failure to stand for His will, unsub- 
missive in any sense, is a tragedy. And 
to be wilfully indifferent to any of 
His ideals would, in a sense, be 
treacherous. 








Importance 


Notice the importance our Lord at- 
taches to our doing the will of God. 
Luke 3:35, “For whosoever shall do the 
will of God, the same is my brother, 
and my sister, and mother.” Notice 
the importance that John attaches to 
God’s will. 1 John 5:14, “And this is 
the confidence that we have in him, 
that, if we ask anything according to 
his will, he heareth us: and if we know 
that if he hear us, whatsoever we ask, 
we know that we have the petition that 
we desired of him.” In John 14:16 He 
said, “I will pray the Father, and he 
shall give you another Comforter.” 
Here we notice that it is the will of 
our Lord to pray and that it is the 
will of our Father to answer His 
prayers, in behalf of those who have 
chosen to do His will, who ask accord- 
ing to His will, and who are deter- 
mined to prove what is His good and 
acceptable and perfect will. 

I speak concerning Christ and the 
Church. Christ was concerned about 
the Father’s will. He came to do the 
Father’s will, and He knew it would 
cause the sacrifice of His life on the 
tree; it necessitated His being hanged 
between two thieves, and required 
that He be made sin for us. He said, 
nevertheless, “Not my will, but thine 
be done.” 

The Church must be concerned 
about the good, and acceptable, and 
perfect will of God. Or concern must 
be of such depth as to help us to throw 
off anything, make any sacrifice, to 
the end we may understand God’s will 
concerning us. And our concern must 
not end with understanding, but tak-

Seven Thousand Depoited Dutch 
Jews Arrive in Poland 


New York (JPS)—Seven thousand 
Dutch Jews arrived in Poland on Nazi 
deportation trains, the Polish Telé- 
graphic Agency reports on the basis 
of information received through 
underground sources. They are the 
last group of 105,000 rounded up and 
deported from Holland. 

The Netherlands News Agency in 
London reported earlier that the Nazis, 
in an attempt to ferret out some 
10,000 Jews who are still in hiding, and 
to extort monies from their victims, 
announced that Dutch Jews and alien 
Jews residing in the country have an 
opportunity to be exchanged for 
Germans interned in Australia upon 
payment of 2,000 guilders or approxi- 
mately $1,080 per head.—B’nai B’rith 
Messenger.

Something New Under the Sun 

The Roman Catholic Church in 
French Canada is organizing labor 
unions called “Church Syndicates,” 
with a priest at the head of each; 
and is not only seeking to persuade 
wage workers to leave their other la- 
bor unions and join these, but in 
some cases is using intimidation. The 
threat held over their heads is ex- 
communication and refusal of the last 
sacrament. It is reported that in some 
places, Sunday morning sermons are 
devoted to propaganda in favor of 
these clerical unions; and workers are 
even urged to put their “union” fees 
in the collection plate. One labor 
leader who does not approve of all 
this, a Mr. Hureans, asserts that his 
views have branded him as a “com- 
munist” and that Catholic teachers 
“take it out” on his children because 
he supports the general unions, rath- 
er than the clerical ones. A Montreal 
labor man says that he knows hun- 
dreds of workers who are not now go- 
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ing to mass on Sundays because some 
of the priests insist on pushing the 
“Church Syndicates,” and he thinks a 
religious war may be the outcome.— 
S.S. Times.

India 


India contains 400,000,000 souls for 
whom Christ died. One hundred fifty 
years have passed since the heroic pio- 
neer missionary efforts of Carey and 
his companions, and yet India is very 
far from being evangelized. The 
greater part of India’s gigantic popu- 
lation live in 655,000 villages, and it 
is a shock to realize that 550,000 of 
these villages of India have never yet 
been entered with the gospel. 

“Africa was for long known as the 
‘dark continent,’ but there are fifty- 
six missionaries to the million there, 
while in India there are only fourteen 
missionaries to the million. In spite 
of all the great work being done by 
many missions, the need of India is 
immense. In our last issue we sum- 
marized the need as follows: 36 mil- 
lions totally unreached; 17 millions 
with only 13 missionaries amongst 
them; 11 millions with only 15 work- 
ers; millions upon millions more very 
inadequately reached; the whole 
caste Hindu bloc hardly touched; and 
the solid wall of Islam not even 
shaken. 


“These are facts that burn and 
sting. Who among us will wrestle in 
prayer on behalf of these Christless 
ones? Who will take hold of God by 
faith for their evangelization? Who 
will respond to God’s cail to go forth 
with the water of life to them?”

The Closing of the Age 


There is common argument among 
many teachers and church leaders 
that God is withdrawing His Spirit 
from the Gentiles. I have long reject- 
ed such a theory as unscriptural and 
unsound. I contend that in the light 
of Acts 2:17 and Joel 2:28, where ref- 
erence is made to an outpouring of 
the Spirit yet future upon the Jews in 
their own land, and God’s promise to 
“pour out” His Spirit upon all flesh as 
in Acts 2:17, that God is ready and 
waiting to refresh both Jew and Gen- 
tile. I further contend that God’s 


promise, saying, “I will pour,” de- 
notes God’s liberality, even in “the 
last days.” I charge that in the light 
of 1 Tim. 4:1 it is the believers who 
are departing from God, as “as 
upon their “love” for their self- 
as mentioned in 2 Tim. 3:1-8, rather 
than God withdrawing from the Gen- 
tiles if they will to be saved.

Blood and Cash 


According to Dr. T. E. Shelly, of 
Jerusalem, Bismarck talked of “blood 
and iron,” Hitler of “blood and soil,” 
to which we add, Churchill of “blood, 
sweat, and tears,” and we are forced 





to talk about “blood and cash.” ¢ e 
Shelly stated that: “Blood con 


sists of a fluid called plasma 
in which are suspended living cells 
called corpuscles. There are about 
seven litres of blood in the body, 
each cubic millimeter of which con- 
tains 5,000,000 red corpuscles and 8,000 
to 9,000 white corpuscles. Some of the 
latter have their own movement as 
well as that communicated to the 
blood by the heart’s action. There are 
thus some 30,000,000,000,000 red cor- 
puscles and 30,000,000 white corpuscles 
in a man’s body. It is invisible, man- 
dible, invaluable—without it there can 
be no life, physical or spiritual.” 

Before this war is over we will pay 
about an equal number of dollars for 
each corpuscle. Our soldiers donate 
their life’s blood for our freedom, 
while a few patriots make small do- 
nations of blood for wounded soldiers. 
But Christ gave His blood for our sal- 
vation from sin. Soldiers shed their 
blood to avenge crime. Christ shed His 
blood to atone for crime.

God-called and God-sent ministers 
should be more awake than today.

23:11: “Take good heed therefore un- 
to yourselves, that ye love the Lord 
your God.” It certainly behooves us to 
know that we love the Lord with our 
whole heart. If we really love God we 
will have a love for lost humanity. 
We remember the words of Jesus to 
Peter in St. John 21:15: “Jesus saith 
to Simon Peter, Simon, son of Jonas, 
lovest thou me more than these?” 
meaning, “Do you love me more than 
your job? do you love me more than 
you do these fish nets? yes, and do 
you love me more than you do your 
loved ones and your home-life?” 
To be a successful minister or pastor 
we must be willing to leave our occu- 
pation or job, and, many times, some 
who are really dear to us. No wonder 
Jesus said to Peter the third time, 
“Lovest thou me?” We must be willing 
to suffer, if needs be, in order to 
preach His Word. Christ suffered, and 
the ministers of old suffered, and we 
are no better than they. The need for 
full-time ministers is just as great as 
ever. 


I don’t mean to be criticizing minis- 
ters that are working at secular work, 
but I do believe that God-called and 
God-sent ministers have a full-time 
job. Souls are fast slipping into 
eternity, many without God, and many 
have never had anyone to tell them 
of the love of Jesus and of His power 
to save. May God help us to do our 
best in carrying this gospel to a lost 
and dying world. 


We find another scripture and an- 
other “take heed” in Col. 4:17: “Take 
heed to the ministry which thou hast 
received in the Lord, that thou ful- 
fill it.” Our call is not from man, but 
it comes from God, therefore we must 
be up and about His business. Jesus 
said to His servants, in St. Luke 19:13, 
. the last clause, “Occupy till I come.” 
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We have a great work to do and in 
order to do this it will take much 
consecration on our part. It takes 
much praying. We find in Acts 6:4 
where the apostles said they would 
give themselves continually to prayer 
and to the ministry of the Word, and 
they did not have time for anything 
else. Yes, we should give careful at- 
tention to our ministry. A God-called 
minister has the greatest calling of 
any person on earth, and the greatest 
job to do. 

Acts 20:28: “Take heed therefore 
unto yourselves, and to all the flock, 
over the which the Holy Ghost hath 
made you overseers.” What? “To feed 
the church of God, which he hath 
purchased with his own blood.” We 
are appointed by the Holy Ghost to 
feed the lambs and sheep and to care 
for them. That may be the reason 
some of the lambs die before they are 
grown, they do not get the proper 
food, or a balanced diet, and proper 
care. God help me to take heed to my- 
self and be more careful than ever. 

I wonder sometimes if we don’t let 
wolves in sheep’s clothing come into 
our flocks. We should take care along 
this line to never allow anyone in our 
pulpits whom we do not know unless 
they have a good recommendation. 
Many flocks have been scattered by 
this. Many preachers, or so-called 
preachers, travel around saying they 
are holiness preachers, but when you 
begin to question them you soon find 
out that they are just plain old holi- 
ness bums. We need to let them know 
right off that we have no place for 
them. 

Now last but not least. 1 Tim. 4:16: 
“Take heed to thyself, and unto thy 
doctrine; continue in them: for in do- 
ing this thou shalt both save thyself, 
and them that hear thee.” Most of 
us pastors preach along the evange- 
listic line on Sunday nights and peo- 
ple get saved, many times sanctified 
and filled with the Holy Ghost, then 
our evangelist cqgmes along and more 
get saved and a number unite with 
the church. Then comes the pastor’s 
duty again, and that is to doctrinize 
the new converts. We need to teach 
our people the fundamentals of salva- 


tion—that is, teach them what it takes 
to keep salvation. 


There is a tendency among many 
of our good people to want to be like 
the world. Many seem to see just how 
close to the world they can live and 
still be a church member. The Bible 
tells us in 1 John 2:15 that if we love 
the world the love of the Father is 
not in us, and I thank God we still 
have a government in the Church of 
God that stands against these things, 
and I feel that there is a great re- 
sponsibility upon the pastors to stand 
together and warn our people that 
they can’t have the victory and still 
dress and do like the world. We need 
to stand against our people wearing 
jewelry, such as finger rings, brace- 
lets, etc., not tell them they can join 
the church and still wear them or 
tell them that it is just optional. The 
Bible does not tell them it is just with 
them, nor does the Minutes of the 
General Assembly. I know many try 
to get by, saying our women need to 
wear wedding rings to let people know 
that they are married. Beloved, these 
things should not be. A good conse- 
crated woman, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and plenty of victory, won’t 
have any trouble letting people know 
where she stands, married or unmar- 
ried. I feel that some might want to 
criticize and. say they don’t believe in 
mentioning these things too much, or 
riding a hobbyhorse. No, I don’t 
either, but I believe that God wants 
us to preach His Word, and ride the 
horse if you want to call it riding a 
hobbyhorse. Ride the one that needs 
riding, and, pastors, let’s all stand by 
the general teachings of the Church, 
that by so doing we may keep our 
churches clean. 1 Peter 3:3, 4, “Whose 
adorning let it not be that outward 
adorning of plaiting the hair, and of 
wearing of gold, or of putting on of 
apparel.” You read the fourth verse, 
then turn with me to 1 Tim. 2:9,10, 
“In like manner also, that women 
adorn themselves in modest apparel, 
with shamefacedness and sobriety; 
not with broided hair, or gold, or 
pearls, or costly array. But (which be- 
cometh women professing godliness) 
with good works.” 

God has blessed us in the past when 
we have stood against worldliness of 
all kinds, and I feel that we should 
still stand firmly in this very dark 
hour and see what God will do. May 
God help us and the readers of this 
message to receive it in the spirit in 
which it was written.

That was the breath of life, 
found in Genesis 2:7: “And the Lord 
God formed man of the dust of the 
ground, and breathed into his nostrils 
the breath of life; and man became a 
living soul.” Since that time God has 
been. on the giving side to all who 
come to Him repenting of their sins. 

“Let the wicked forsake his way, 
and the wumrighteous man _ his 
thoughts: and let him return unto the 
Lord, and he will have mercy upon 
him; and to our God, for he will 
abundantly pardon.” This you will 
have to purpose in your heart before 
God will hear.

I have found this true since Jesus 
came into my heart to stay. You may 


be wealthy, my friend; you may not 
have enough to buy your next meal, 
but there is One who knows and cares. 
Jesus said, in St. John 11:25, 26, “And 


whosoever liveth and believeth in ie 
ho 


shall never die. . . . Believest t 
this?” Brother, it means everything 
to know you are saved from a life of 
sin, and that burden lifted. 

If you are ever saved you will have 
to take Jesus at His Word. After all, 
that’s what He wants us to do. The 
wise man Solomon said, “Trust in the 
Lord with all thine heart; and lean 
not unto thine own understanding,”

Some say 
it can’t be done, but, dear souls, when 
we pause long enough to think of the 
whole world in a bloody war and souls 
dying every moment on the battle- 
fields; heartbroken fathers and 
mothers are many that know they will 
never see their precious sons any more 
on this side of eternity, many of them 
are dying as the foolish virgins— 
without salvation; many homes broken 
up, husbands and wives. separated, 
children scattered; many hungry and 
cold and going through life without a 
Christian father or mother to teach 
them the ways of life; many dear 
boys and girls, men and women be- 
hind prison bars; many are out in the 
ways of this world that need the love 
of God in their hearts; thousands of 
thousands of our dear boys so many, 
many miles away from home, stand- 


ing at this moment with an aching 
heart longing to come back home and 
not go farther to get the glimpse of 
men falling and dying in action; hos- 
pitals crowded with sick and afflicted 
in many different ways, so many more 
things that space won’t permit my 
telling, it is enough to keep us pray- 
ing always. Yes, the fields are white 
and the laborers are few. Let’s pray 
harder than ever before for God to 
send forth more laborers. 

“And that, knowing the time, that 
now it is high time to awake out of 
sleep: for now is our salvation nearer 
than when we believed,” Rom. 13:11. 

“Be careful for nothing; but in 
every thing by prayer and supplication 
with thanksgiving let your request be 
made known unto God. And the peace 
of God which passeth all understand- 
ing, shall keep your hearts and minds 
through Christ Jesus,” Phil. 4:6, 7. 

Here my mind runs back to the 
year 1941 when I made a special re- 
quest to God. Then the night of May 
20, 1942, I was awakened out of sleep 
by a voice which said, “Get up and 
get on your knees.” Dear readers, it 
pays to fear God and heed when He 
speaks, because He says, “Lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end of 
the world,” and “if God be for us who 
can be against us?” 

I will be as brief as I can, and I 
write not to the glory of God alone but 
that it might be a help to those who 
are suffering from the dreadful dis- 
ease of T. B. 

During the year 1941 my brother 
contracted T. B. and he had to give up 
his job of barbering, after fifteen 
years, and he and his wife broke up 
housekeeping so he could enter a 
sanitarium. He entered the sanitarium 
at Mobile, Ala., August 7, 1941. He 
stayed there nearly fourteen months. 
Due to the low climate and dampness, 
no showing of improvement was made. 
He grew worse during the period of 
time there, so he decided to go west. 
After several days of a long and weary 
trip, he entered the J. C. R. S. Sani- 
tarium in Denver, Colorado, Septem- 
ber, 1942. He was three thousand miles 
away from all his people except a 
brother who went with him and stayed 
with him during the whole period of

Mark 16:15-18, 20, “Go ye into all 
the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature. He that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved; but he that 
believeth not shall be damned. And 
these signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve; In my name shall they cast out 
devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; they shall take up serpents; 
and if they drink any deadly thing, 
it shall not hurt them; they shall lay 
hands on the sick, and they shall re- 
cover. And they went forth, and 
preached every where, the Lord work- 
ing with them, and confirming the 
word with signs following.” 

Matt. 4:24, 25, “And his fame went 
throughout all Syria: and _ they 
brought unto him all sick people that 
were taken with divers diseases and 
torments, and those which were pos- 
sessed with devils, and those which 
were lunatick, and those that had the 
palsy; and he healed them. And there 
followed him great multitudes of peo- 
ple.” This should be the case every- 
where. 

Matt. 8:16, “When the even was 
come, they brought unto him many 
that were possessed with devils: and 
he cast out the spirits with his word, 
and healed all that were sick.” It 
seems that all He had to do was to 
show the devil what the Word said 
and he was gone. Praise God for His 
Word! 

“And when he had come to the other 
side into the country of the Gerge- 
senes, there met him two men pos- 
sessed with devils, coming out of the 
tombs, exceeding fierce, so that no man 
might pass by that way. And, behold, 
they cried out, saying, What have we 
to do with thee, Jesus, thou Son of 
God? art thou come hither to torment 
us before the time? And there was a 
good way off from them a herd of 
swine feeding. So the devils sought 
him, saying, If thou cast us out, suf- 
fer us to go away into the herd of 
swine. And he said unto them, Go. 
And when they were come out, they 
went into the herd of swine: and, 
behold, the whole herd of swine ran 
violently down a steep place into the 
sea, and perished in the waters. And, 
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behold, the whole city came out to 
meet Jesus .. .” Matt. 8:28-32, 34. 

Mark 1:32-34, 39, 45, “And at even, 
when the sun did set, they brought 
unto him all that were diseased, and 
them that were possessed with devils. 
And all the city was gathered togeth- 
er at the door (drawing power, and 
we are satisfied to sit still and let the 
people go by). And he healed many 
that were sick of divers diseases, and 
cast out many devils; and _ suffered 
not the devils to speak, because they 
knew him. (Yes, THEY WOULD TALK 
BACK TO JESUS, AND HE MADE 
THEM HUSH.) And he preached in 
their synagogues throughout all Gali- 
lee, and cast out devils. And they came 
to him from every quarter” (the peo- 
ple will come if the power of God is 
there, but people are tired of just a 
form). 

Mark 3:14, 15, 22, 23, “And he or- 
dained twelve, that they should be 
with him, and that he might send 
them forth to preach, and to have 
power to heal sicknesses and to cast 
out devils: And the scribes which 
came down from Jerusalem said, He 
hath Beelzebub, and by the prince of 
devils casteth he out devils. And he 
said .. . How can Satan cast out Sa- 
tan?” 

Mark 5:1-20, Another story of devils 
entering the swine after being cast 
out of the man, and men did marvel 
at the wonderful things. “Verily, 
verily, Isay unto you, He that be- 
lieveth on me, the works that I do 
shall he do also; and greater works 
than these shall he do, because I go 
unto my Father.” (Yes, you can do 
these things in my name because I am 
there to plead for you.) 

There are those today, who like to 
hang around and discourage and 
tempt those who want to go on. Those 
fellows in Luke 11:16 were tempting 
Jesus to give them a sign after He 
had just given them a demonstration 
of His power by casting out devils 
from one of their own citizens. And it 
is the same today. I have heard men 
say in these last days, when we would 
be discussing the acts and demonstra- 
tions of the Spirit, that certain things 


that were done was tempting God, 
when they were done under the head- 
ing of miracles, and the ones doing 
them could not have done them at all 
within their own power, and that was 
equivalent to saying they were done 
by the power of Beelzebub. We have 
them today and that is why we do not 
have things done for the suffering and 
dying in these hospitals for the insane, 
where tormented, demon-possessed 
human beings, bound down by talking 
devils, will laugh at you for your ig- 
norance as to their real existence. 
Those who are tormented by these 
demons will beg you not to let them do 
any bodily harm to themselves or to 
others, as they say they are almost 
compelled to, by some force that they 
do not possess the power to overcome; 
and as soon as they are left alone, 
they will plan for a chance to carry 
out just what they have told you to 
avoid, and they will kill themselves or 
some of the best friends they have, 
and it is oftener the best friends 
they have. I can produce evidence of 
this fact here in the State of Texas 
where these things have occurred, and 
yet it goes unnoticed almost entire- 
ly. O brother, what is this devilish 
power that pulls poor souls into this 
terrible wicked condition, to do things 
that they do not want to do? There 
were two cases in Dallas, Texas, where 
they begged the folks not to let them 
get a chance to kill some one or them- 
selves, and at the first opportunity 
they did the very thing they did not 
want to do. One of them shot and 
killed herself. The other, a young man, 
had his mother to take him out driv- 
ing. He had a gun hid in the car and 
shot her to death. He had begged 
them not to give him a chance. 


What is this compelling power that 
so desperately controls and propels the 
individual to such an extreme act? 
There are thousands of such cases in 
these hospitals for the insane. You 
ask the medical profession what it is 
and they will say, “Well, it is a mental 
disorder.” Brother, it is THE DEVIL, 
but they have a new name for it called 
dementia praecox. Can you do any- 
thing for it? “No, it is beyond any- 
thing we can do.” O children of God, it 
is your job. These compelling forces 
talk to the victims and tell them what 
to do, and torment them to death al- 
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most, and if they would torment them 
to death it would be much better for 
the victims, rather than to have to lay 
in this condition all through an old 
ge existence, for years and years. 

In reading Matthew, Mark and 
Luke, you are made to wonder why 
there were so many devil-possessed 
people in Christ’s time, suffering with 
dementia praecox, or devils, and you 
do not think for once that these 
things in our asylums are the same 
things that existed then, but as fast 
as they came to Christ believing the 
devils were cast out. 

Many will say, “Yes, that was in 
Christ’s time and He could do those 
things.” That is true, but we have 
just been told in the beginning of 
this message that we should have the 
power to cast out devils; all believers 
Shall do these things. “They SHALL 
cast out devils.” This shall is just as 
big as the shall in “they shall speak 
with new tongues; they shall lay 
hands on the sick and they shall re- 
cover.” The shalls in this scripture 
are all the same size and mean the 
same thing. Some folks twist them 
around till they do not look like a 
shall at all by the time they get 
through their twisting machine. 

Let us notice some of the poor, suf- 
fering, devil-possessed human beings 
in Christ’s time and even later. 

Matt. 4:24, “And his fame went 
throughout all Syria; and they 
brought unto him all sick people that 
were taken with divers diseases and 
torments, and those which were pos- 
sessed with the devils, and those 
which were lunatick, and those that 
had the palsy; AND HE HEALED 
THEM.” # £Read John 14:12, “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, HE THAT BE- 
LIEVETH ON ME, THE WORKS THAT 
I DO SHALL HE DO ALSO: AND 
GREATER WORKS THAN THESE 
SHALL HE DO: BECAUSE I GO UNTO 
MY FATHER.” 

I cannot help but believe that He 
meant every word of it, and we are 
short of pleasing Him that much. He 
does His work today through human 
instrumentality and if it was His will 
in His day for people to be released 
from tormenting devils or demons, ac- 
cording to His Word it should be the 
same today. 

Where are we? My righteous indig- 
nation and bewilderment is beyond 
description, as I realize the indiffer- 
ence of our people and our will- 
ingness to just sit and hold a salary 
and keep down fanaticism and de- 
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stroy all the wheat by looking for 
tares. It reminds me of a man out in 
his field with a wet sack ready to 
fight fire (fanaticism) when there is 
and has not been any fire on the farm 
since the cutting of the timber and 
the burning of the brush to get ready 
for the plow. 

Matt. 3:11 and Luke 3:16, “I indeed 
baptize you with water unto repent- 
ance: but he that cometh after me is 
mightier than I, whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear: he shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost, and FIRE” 
(power). Where is the fire today? 
“Oh,” said one, “we are just waiting 
on the Lord till He gets ready to do 
these things.” Brother, He has been 
ready nineteen hundred years. Heb. 
10:36 says, “For ye have need of pa- 
tience, that, after ye have done 
the will of God, ye might receive the 
promise.” Have you done His will? 
Verses 35, 37-39, “Cast not away there- 
fore your confidence, which hath great 
recompence of reward. For yet a little 
while, and he that shall come will 
come, and not tarry. Now the just 
shall live by faith: but if any man 
draw back, my soul shall have no 
pleasure in him. But we are not of 
them who draw back unto perdition; 
but of them that believe to the saving 
of the soul.” 

“Is any among you afflicted? let him 
pray. ...Is any sick among you? let 
him call for the elders of the church; 
and let them pray over him, anointing 
him with oil in the name of the Lord: 
And the prayer of faith shall save the 
sick, and the Lord shall raise him up; 
and if he have committed sins, they 

_ Shall be forgiven him,” James 5:13-15. 

Some believe this scripture to a 
great extent, but their faith is badly 
diluted with first aids and so on. “I 
want you to pray for John, for we are 
sending him to the hospital tomorrow 
and we want you to ask God to guide 
the knife while they cut, for He knows 
just what to cut out and what to leave 
in. We sent Bill over there and the 
Lord healed him and took out his 
tonsils, his appendix, two goitres, three 
cancers, and fourteen gallstones.” 

Mark 9:38, “And John answered 
him, saying, Master, we saw one cast- 
ing out devils in thy name, and he fol- 
loweth not us: and we forbad him, be- 
cause he followeth not us.” 

Yes, my dear brother, human beings 
are supposed to be able to cast out 
these tormenting devils that have so 
many precious people bound, leading 
them to hell and filling the insane 


asylums. O brother, can’t you see the 
need of the mighty working of signs 
and miracles? Unless you do, you do 
not care for these poor people or the 
manifestation of God’s power. Are you 
waiting for the Lord, as many say, till 
He is ready to pour His storehouse out 
on you? After you have done the will 
of the Father in seeking Him for what 
you need, and you have prevailed and 
cried unto Him until you are in shape 
to receive it, then and not until then 
are you justified to sit down and say, 
“Well, Lord, when you are ready I am 
ready.” He knows whether you are 
ready or not and you might have to 
wait too long and miss the will of God, 
as well as your own desires. 

Luke 4:41, “And devils also came out 
of many, crying out, and saying, Thou 
art Christ the Son of God. And he re- 
buking them suffered them not to 
speak: for they knew that he was 
Christ. And when it was day, he de- 
parted and went into a desert place: 
and the people sought him, and came 
unto him, and stayed him, that he 
should not depart from them.” Yes, 
when the works of God are being per- 
formed, the people will swarm around, 
seeking help. So it is when God is 
manifested by the Holy Spirit and the 
signs and wonders are being  per- 
formed by the saints, then it is that 
you see the multitudes coming forth 
to behold the things that you now see 
and hear, and the saints lift up their 
heads like the green wheat fields in 
the spring of the year after a good re- 
freshing spring shower.

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Text: “He that dwelleth in the 
secret place of the most High shall 
abide under the shadow of the AIl- 
mighty,” Psa. 91:1. 


Why is this called the “secret place” 
of the most High? There is room for 
just two, no more or no less, just Jesus 
and you. No other one can call you in- 
to this secrecy and no other one can 
go for you. The great Apostle Paul 
knew about the “secret place” when 
he wrote, “Your lives are hid with 
Christ in God.” 

Many people think that they can 
climb into the “secret place” by the 
ladders of theological learning and 
Biblical knowledge. It can’t be done. 
Knowledge will not open the _ secret 
place to your knock. The first quali- 
fication is to take Jesus into the guest 
chamber of your heart, then form an 
intimate acquaintance with Him, talk 
with Him often, then He will intro- 
duce you into His secret place. “As 
many as receive him” he takes into 
the secret place, hid by the “shadow 
of the Almighty.” “He that climbeth 
up some other way, the same is a thief 
and a robber.” “If any man hear my 
voice and will open the door, I will 
come in to him and will sup with him 
and he with me.” 

It is here in the secret place that we 
become as little children and learn to 
be still and listen to the voice of the 
great Instructor, who instructed Ni- 
codemus with some valuable infor- 
* mation concerning the new birth. It 
is in the place where we can come rea- 
son together and wait upon the Lord. 
It has often been said that one has 
never found the hour he lost. This is 
true, but one never lost an hour wait- 
ing on the Lord. He who waits on the 
Lord becomes an immortal athlete. 
“He shall run and not be weary, and 
walk and not faint.” A true Christian 
cannot do without his frequent visits 
to the “secret place” where the in- 
ward man is renewed. 

Secrets are not broadcast from 
radio studios, published in newspapers, 
or shouted from the housetops. Our 
military secrets are closely guarded 
and are of vital importance to our 
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national security. Our Government 
puts up signs and placards telling us 
that the enemy is listening. The 
secrets are talked only by military 
men and then only behind walls of 
secret. How much greater are God’s 
secrets? God’s secrets are told only 
to God-men. They are of vital im- 
portance to the security of the soul. 
God tells His secrets to God-men only 
when the Holy Ghost has erected walls 
of fortification to keep out worldliness, 
self-righteousness, hyprocrisy, and 
every army of the devil. Then in this 
secret place He lets us delve deeper 
into His treasure chest of secrets, and 
illuminates His hidden truths. 

This is a personal and individual 
matter. My telling you of a hidden 
truth will not illuminate it to you. 
God must let you see the secret treas- 
ure chest and let the Holy Ghost 
screen a revelation on the walls of 
your heart. When you see these secrets 
you must exclaim as Thomas, “My 
Lord and my God!” 

To those who are willing to dwell 
in the secret place, to him is the secret 
revealed. There were many prophets 
in Elijah’s time but only one Elijah. 
He knew about the secret place where 
there was a brook and angels to send 
him some of God’s secret food. 

You may say, “I don’t need any of 
God’s secrets.” That is what the devil 
tells all. If he can’t keep you from 
becoming a church member, he will 
try to make an average church mem- 
ber out of you. 

Where are the gifts of the Spirit? 
When man learns to dwell in the 
secret place of the most High long 
enough and often enough, then God’s 
secrets will be revealed to the God- 
man. 

Many people would like to know the 
secrets of the heavenly realm, but it 
requires too much to dwell. By re- 
fusing to dwell, these Christians get 
only a few dewdrops, while others 
are receiving showers of blessings. 
Many Christians are drying up and 








starving while a few Elijahs know the 
secret of a “cruse of oil” and a “meal 
barrel.” 

Why the problem of juvenile delin- 
quency? Here is the answer. Mothers 
and fathers have said, “I don’t have 
time to dwell around the family altar 
So we will take it down. I don’t need 
to take Jack and Nancy to Sunday 
School.” In general, they have gotten 
from under the “shadow of the Al- 
mighty” by refusing to “dwell in the 
secret place of the most High.”

time he was away. No human tongue 
can tell, only God knows the sorrow 
and grief our family bore during the 
two years he was away, although we 
were daily offering prayer that God 
would keep a hand of mercy upon him. 
“Behold, the Lord’s hand is not 
shortened, that it cannot save; neither 
his ear heavy, that it cannot hear,” 
Isa. 59:1. After nine months of good 
care and treatment from the _ best 
doctors and nurses, he still showed no 
improvement and still it was God’s 
opportunity to heal. Then the doctors 
decided to give what they call thora- 
coplasty, or an operation on the chest. 
This they did, and removed three ribs. 
This resulted in a permanent collapse 
of the diseased part of the lung. He 
recovered quickly from this operation. 

Two weeks later they gave the 
second operation, this time removing 
six ribs. Between the two operations I 
received a letter from my brother say- 
ing they were fixing to give the 
second operation and asked us to go 
to God in prayer for fear he couldn’t 
go through such an operation without 
God’s help, after being afflicted over 
two years. Two days after the opera- 
tion we received a telegram from his 
doctor which read like this, “George 
G. Walters has second stage rib oper- 
ation today. Condition satisfactory,” 
though somehow deep down in my 
heart I felt that my brother was very 
low. I sent out some requests for 
prayer for him. Then I got my dear 
old praying sister (who has the Holy 
Ghost fire burning in her soul) word 
as quickly as possible. I knew she knew 
just what to do when she got the word. 
That night it seemed I wanted to stay 
awake and pray for him all night long. 
I must have stayed awake for some 
time after the hour of midnight, then 
I dropped off to sleep (or into a trance 
as it seemed I kept praying). About 
two o’clock I was awakened by this 
voice that said, “Arise and get on 
your knees.” I don’t know why I did 
but I lay there for a moment. Then 
this same voice said again, “Get up 
and get on your knees.” Brother and 
Sister, I didn’t hesitate any longer. 
Somehow at that moment I knew it 


was God calling me and that my. 


brother was at the point of death. I 
quickly arose and got on my knees as 
the voice bade me and there I begged 
and pleaded for God to spare his life 
and comfort him with His mighty and 
sweet healing power, bring him 
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through these unbelievable opera- 
tions, make him sound and well, and 
bring him back to his loved ones who 
were so hungry to see him. 

It seemed that night while I was 
praying there with my heart so full it 
would burst, I was made to know 
a part of what our blessed Savior 
suffered the night He prayed for this 
Iost world while in the garden of 
Gethsemane. “And being in an agony 
he prayed more earnestly: and his 
sweat was as it were great drops of 
blood falling down to the ground,” 
Luke 22:44. It seemed there and then 
that God gave me assurance that He 
was going to answer my prayers and 
spare my brother’s life and give him 
a chance to live a part of his life for 
Him. My faith and hope were renewed. 


Three days after the second opera- 
tion we received a special delivery let- 
ter from my brother saying our dear 
brother was very low, lying as though 
lifeless and with the look of death, 
scarcely could tell he was breathing. 
Again we sent out requests for prayer 
and in a few days he began to improve, 
although was suffering pain which the 
doctors said was caused from a nerve. 
A few days later the doctors operated 
the third time through an _ incision 
which took twenty-four stitches to 
close, and crushed a nerve. Now he 
was minus nine ribs, one lung, and a 
phremic nerve. The battle kept raging 
and for a while it looked as though 
we would lose but we kept offering up 
prayer and believing that God would 
intervene. 

A few days later we received another 
letter telling us the new X-rays 
showed a cavity in his right lung 
and having only this one lung some 
thought he couldn’t live. But God’s 
Word says there is nothing impossible 
with Him. We continued to fight the 
battle on for Jesus, having the pa- 
tience of old Job and the battle 
was won for Jesus. One year after the 
last operation he came home to his 
loved ones who were so hungry to en- 
joy his presence. Some said he could 
not live back here, though as we know 
there is nothing impossible with God. 
He had another X-ray made before he 
left the West and it showed his lung 
clear and normal. He has been back 
now eight months and has been work- 
ing in a store six months of this time 
and is still a well man. 


Dear saints everywhere, pray for 
him that he will come on the sunny 
Side of life and enjoy these sweet 
blessings of Jesus before it is too late.
